—Eastern Airlines regional of­ 
fice in an Atlanta suburb in­ 
stalled closed circuit television 
on its grounds and employs 
guards with two-way radios. 
—The Republican Inaugural 
Committee spent five per cent 
of its total budget on cab fares 
for its female workers in W ash­ 
ington. 
Gary It. Davie, a regional 
manager 
for 
American Girl 
Service, a nationwide agency 
furnishing temporary help, says 
its workers are turning down 
overtime, especially during win­ 
ter w’hen dark comes earlier. 
“Tile women refuse based on

In some instances the reluc­ 
tance of women to work at night 
has cut down on production. 
The United California Bank 
said it had to abandon overtime 
shifts in mosyt of its offices in 
Los Angeles because women re­ 
fused to work at night.

NEW YORK (AP) — “This 
Town 
Will 
Never 
Be 
The 
Same,” Wednesday night’s NBC 
special, was an earnest attempt 
to say something meaningful in 
dramatic terms about the death 
of a newspaper. 
It did make a lot of state­ 
ments, ones made every time a 
paper dies, about the public’s 
loss. But the hour, by Eddi Bla- 
sio, was pretty shapeless and 
thoroughly unsatisfying from a 
dramatic standpoint. We were 
never able to care enough about 
the faltering paper or the people 
who worked for it—-we didn’t 
know them well enough—to be­ 
come upset at their plight.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Is 
the Public Utilities Commission 
of Ohio merely a rubber stamp 
for the utilities it regulates? 
Rep. George E. Mastics R-52 
Fairview Park says it is be­ 
cause of a staff shortage and 
not enough money to thorough­ 
ly investigate requests for rate 
increases and police the giant 
companies. 
In the same breath, Mastics 
says the PUCO “is doing a 
laudable job 
with 
a 
limited 
staff, but we’re working under 
an archaic set of statutes and 
because of this our commission 
is forced to be a rubber stamp.” 
Carl R. Johnson, PUCO chair­ 
man, disagrees with Mastics, 
saying “ anyone who makes these 
charges ought to inquire from 
some cf the utilities how much 
cf a rubber stamp wTe are.” 
But Johnson agrees the PUCO 


needs a larger staff. 
Mastics is pushing to add a 
S22,800-a-vear “public represen­ 
tative” to the PIKX) staff. He 
says: 
“The 
PUCO 
commissioners 
are now forced to be judge, jury, 
prosecutor and defender. This is 
not a fair burden to place on 
their shoulders. The monsterous 
utilities come in with their bar­ 
rage of experts and commission­ 
ers are at an immediate 
dis­ 
advantage. 
“ This is not fair. We need 
someone there who is an advoc­ 
ate, to represent the public, to 
just make sure it is fair.” 
“ We want to protect the guy 
w'ho pays the utility bills.” Mas­ 
tics adds. “Because of the und­ 
erstaffed conditions, the little 
guy can’t fight the big corpora­ 
tions.” 
Mastics says there is a trend 
in other states to have advocates 
on their regulatory commissions. 
He named Maryland, Indiana, 
Masachusettes and Rhode Is­ 
land. 
The current PUCO staff num­ 
bers around 125 and has re­ 
mained at that figure for the 
last several years. Ohio regu­ 
lates approximately 1,800 utili­ 
ties, about the same number as 
California. But the California 
commission has a staff of more 
than 900 persons. 
To back his claim that the 
PUCO is understaffed. Mastics 
notes 
that the 
commission's 


nine attorney examiners con­ 
ducted 574 hearings last year. 
The PUCO is authorized six 
engineers (there currently are 
two vacancies) while the New 
York commission has 123 and 
California 168. 
He says Ohio has 17 account­ 
ants. Puerto Rico ll, California 
46 and New York IOO. Ohio has 
no rate analysts, Mastics said, 
while Oregon has 16, California 
and Pennsylvania 42. 
The engineer’s functions are 
to evaluate utility applications 
for rate increases. Attorney ex­ 
aminers 
conduct hearings in 
place of the commission and 
make written reports and rec­ 
ommendations. 
Johnson says the PUCO staff 
has remained relatively small 
through 
tradition, but 
he 
is 
hopeful of adding 50 more per­ 
sons this year, distributed equal­ 
ly among utility work and reg­ 
ulation of motor transportation. 
Commissioner Elm er A. Kell­ 
er believes the PUCO is doing 
an adquate job but that it could 
be better. “We’re handicapped 
because we haven't had the per­ 
sonnel to investigate,” he says. 
“We have got to insist on hav­ 
ing a staff to at least produce 
evidence that is believable.”

Mastics

The 
Ohio Bell Telephone Co., which 
pays the largest assessment, is 
supporting the bill, which al­ 
ready has passed the Houe. 
Total assessments against the 
utilities have amounted to $1,- 
025,000 each year since 1961. 
Assessments are a certain per­ 
centage of the company’s intra­ 
state gross profits for the year. 
In addition, the PUCO gets 
operating 
money 
by 
taxing 
common carriers each year — 
$20 per truck. 
$30 for each 
semitractor trailer and $4 per 
seat per bus. But the PUCO 
must share this money with the 
Ohio Highway Safety Depart­ 
ment as required bv statute. 
The PUCO’s operating budget 
has hovered around $2 million 
the last few years, while Mas­ 
tics notes that California gives 
its commission a yearly budget 
of $13.5 million and New Mexi­ 
co $7 million. 


In Ohio, 169 of the 227 utilities 
are paying less than $225 as­ 
sessment a year, in one case, 
the Pullman Sleeping Car Co. 
paid a net assessment of only 
eight cents last year. It listed 
its Ohio earnings as $200. 
Jokingly referring to himself 
as the “George Nader of Ohio,” 
Mastics is not crusading against 
the PUCO itself, but to insist 
that the public is treated fairly 
by the utilities. 
“ If you want service you have 
to pay their price or you will 
not get the service. The public 
doesn’t have the right to vote 
utility bosses in or out of office, 
not like politicians,” he said. 
“Utilities 
must be 
publicly 
regulated.” Mastics said, “ and 
another area to explore is the 
electric 
companies’ 
practice 
of billing customers on a month­ 
ly charge.” 
Johnson says his philosophy 
is to see that the PUCO does 
not ruin the utilities and that 
the public is not gouged with 
excessive high rates and charg­ 
es. 
He realizes, he says, that it’s 
difficult for the PUCO to match 
the highly specialized lawyers 
and engineers hired by the util­ 
ities. He cited a recent case in 
which a large power company 
spent an estimated $3.5 million 
to present its side in a rate 
hearing while the PUCO’s an­ 
nual budget was only $1.2 mil­ 
lion.

Dr. 
William 
Young, of Tulsa, a professor at 
four Oklahoma universities. He 
cited studies backing bis point. 
However, he said there are 
wide differences between mid­ 
dle-class young people in the na 
tion’s middle regions and those 
on the East and West coasts, 
and said regional studies are 
needed to clarify the facts. 
“Much of American youth is 
invisible,” he said. “The recent­ 
ly heralded decency rallies are 
the backlash of invisible youth.’ 
Dr. Rex. W. Speers, a psychia­ 
trist at the University of Pitts­ 
burgh, said he is keenly skepti 
cal of “all the talk you hear 
about freedom of sexual behav 
ior.” He added: 
“I listen to a lot of young boys 
and girls, and they think a lot 
about sex and talk about it, but 
I’m not impressed by claims 
about the amount of it 
that 
they’re doing.”

The f o r g e d prescriptions 
bearing the name of 25 Ohio 
licensed physicians and four 
hospitals have been presented 
to pharmacists in one major 
city, not named by the board. 
A spokesman said it may be 
presumed that the forged pre­ 
scriptions reported represent a 
small percentage of the tota' 
illegally written. 
The board urged pharmacists 
to question the validity of a1; 
prescriptions 
for 
drugs 
pre 
sented by strangers or young 
sters. It noted that physicians 
also are requested to guard 
their supplies of prescription 
blanks from theft by patients.

New Housing 
Rules Adopted 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP)—The 
Ohio 
Public 
Health 
Council, 
seeking to meet more strict fed­ 
eral regulations, has adopted 
new housing standards for mi­ 
grant farm workers. 
The regulations, effective this 
year, require at least 60 feet of 
living space for an occupant, 7- 
foot-high ceilings, housing units 
IO feet apart, dining facilities 
for each housing unit and laun­ 
dry facilities for each camp. 
About 35.000 migrant workers 
come to Ohio in the late sum­ 
mer and earlv fall to harvest 
tomatoes, beets and cucumbers, 
mostly in the northwestern coon­ 
tie. 
Officials have said that inade­ 
quate housing could result in a 
shortage of needed workers and 
a crisis at harvest time. 
Some growers have complain­ 
ed that they do not have time 
to meet the new regulations and 
have asked for delays. The 
council allowed a delay until 
next year on one regulation, 
separate shower facilities for 
each sex.

Than Ever 


PALO ALTO, Calif. (AP) — 
Robert O. McKee starts off each 
day with a five-mile bicycle 
ride. 
After that, brim ming with en­ 
ergy, he keeps on the go riding 
horses, playing golf, bowling or 
swimming. 
He just finished a two-month 
night school course in real es 
tate to qualify as a salesman. 
If he can dig up the money he 
plans to take flying lessons. 
He relaxes so seldom his doc 
tors have had to tell him to take 
it1 easy. 
He feels he is physically twice 
the man he used to be. 
Md McKee is doing all this on 
another man’s heart. 
Last August 31, the 51-year 
old engineer became the world’s 
38th heart transplant patient. 
In an operation at Stanford 
Medical Center he received the 
heart of Dr. William Sample of 
Menlo Park, Calif., acting direc­ 
tor of the Children’s Health 
Council in Palo Alto. Dr. Sam­ 
ple, 39, had died of a brain hem­ 
orrhage. 
McKee says he had a heart 
murmur from childhood. Three 
years ago he suffered the first 
of three heart attacks. 
“I was considered for a trans 
plant long before the first one in 
South Africa, but had to wait IO 
months for a compatible do 
nor,” he recalls.

Oklahoma Weather Bureau 
Workers Makes Tornadoes 


NORMAN, Okla. (AP) — Nell 
Ward 
manufactures tiny tor­ 
nadoes. 
Ward is a veteran researcher 
on tornadoes and thunderstorms 
at the National Severe Storm 
Laboratory at the University of 
Oklahoma and is a 30-year em­ 
ploye of the Weather Bureau. 
In his work to help understand 
and perhaps eventually control 
the turbulence in the “tornado 
alley” of Oklahoma, Kansas and 
Texas, Ward has constructed 
what he calls a “model device 
for studying vortex motion.” 
His machine is a circular ap* 
paratus iO-ieet across and 8-feet 
high. A rheostat controls the ro­ 
tation of a 2 Va-foot wire mesh 
screen 
around 
a 
platform, 
creating various wind directions 
and velocities. 
“We’ve got a lot to learn 
about tornadoes,” he said in an 
interview, 
“but 
. we 
have 
amassed a great deal of infor­ 
mation.” 
He inserted titanium tetrach­ 
loride into his machine so that 
you could see the patterns in the 
wind—and then spun off one, 
two three'and four dancing tor­ 
nadoes. 
He raised and lowered the 
platform to force various depths 
of converging air into the spira­ 
ling columns. An attached ba­ 
rometer recorded the swirling 
characteristics as a full-blown 
tornado. 
Ward is studying, among oth­ 
er things, the effects of the cur­ 
rents and heights of his tiny tor­ 
nadoes on their intensity and di­ 
rection. He’s trying to help pre­ 
dict what direction a tornado 
will take and how much damage 
it will do. 
The most likely time for twist­ 
ers is from April I-June 1ft 
but they can occur any month of 
the year and anywhere in the 
United States. 
Ward said because of normal 
temperatures in the Gulf of 
Mexico last winter there proba­ 
bly “will be a normal storm pat­ 
tern of activity” this spring. 
Last year’s severe winter low­ 


ered 
Gulf 
temperatures 
and 
Ward correctly forecast an in­ 
crease in storms.

KENT, Ohio (AP) — Kent 
State University students have 
voted down a proposed four-day 
classroom boycott in protest of 
ghe suspensions of a group of 
demonstrators.

Gamblers Plan 
To Fight Tax 


W ant Nevada 
To Be Exempted 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Legal 
gambling 
Interests 
are 
com­ 
plaining President Nixon’s pro­ 
gram to fight organized crime 
discriminates 
against 
persons 
engaged in lawful betting opera­ 
tions. 
Bookmakers

where gambling is a legal and 
big business, said a proposal, 
backed by President Nixon, to 
increase the federal occupation­ 
al tax on wagering from $50 to

would get around the high court 
decision. 
It won’t apply to government- 
operated sweepstakes such as 
the New York and New Hamp­ 
shire state lotteries. 
In Reno, North Swanson, own­ 
er of the Reno Turf Club, said 
the annual federal wagering tax 
stam p along with the IO per cent 
wagering tax was conceived ori­ 
ginally as a punitive measure 
rather than a revenue producer. 
“It is obvious that we, the le­ 
gal gamblers in Nevada, will 
have to get together and take 
this to the Supreme Court to get 
Nevada exempted,” he said.
